A decided surprise was sprung on 
the board of education yesterday when 
Judge E. C. Kontz presented a resolu- 
tion to derprive William M. Slaton, sup- 
erintendent of schools, of a large part 
of his authority. 

The resolution is a direct repeal of 
a resolution passed May 27, which pro- 
vided for the nomination of all prin- 
cipals, assistant principals, teachers 
and supernumeraries in the public 
schools of the city by the superintend- 
ent after consultation and advice with 
the assistant superintendent, 

Judge Kontz advafices as reasons 
for this move, the statement that the 
resolution of May is in conflict 
with the charter of the city, and with 
a city ordinance and in addition “has 
placed additional heavy responsibilities 
upon the official whose time is already 
taken up with other duties.”

REBEL LEADER 


SETS UP CLAIM 
TO GOVERNMENT 


Madero, as Self-Constituted 
President, Promises Pro- 
fection to Americans. 


“AGAINST TYRANT, DIAZ’ 
MOVEMENT DIRECTEL 


So Declares Insurgent Leader’s 
Proclamation — “We Are 
Solely in Opposition to the 
Despot,” the Circular Con- 
tinues—lIntermittent Fighting 
Continues Through Country. 


San Antonio, Texas, November 23.— 
Francisco I. Madero, who today styled 
himself the president of the provis- 
ional government of Mexico, completed 
his plans in relation to the present. 
outbreak since his arrival in the city 
on October 7. He left here the night 
of November 18 and crossed the Rio 
Grande to his own ranch tn Mexico, 
reaching there Sunday morning, No- 
vember 20, where he took command of 
600 men, mounted and armed. 

Immediately upon his arrival in San 
Antonio last month he was surrounded 
by revolutionary leaders, although he 
disclaimed warlike intentions until he 
left the city. He came from Mexico 
disguised as a peon,. having forfeited 
bonds for his appearance on a charge 
of sedition growing out of a speech 
delivered at San Louis Potosi, May 29, 
prior tg the election in which he was 
a candidate for the presidency against 
Diaz. 

American Arms Purchasegd by Madero. 

Madero was met here by Juan San- 
chez Aecona, former member of the 
Mexican congress, who is also a 
brother-in-law ef Juan D. Casasus, 
former ambassador tO the United 
States, and by Enrique Bordez Man- 
gel, an orator for the anti-Diaz party 
in Mexico. Asecona is a gradiate of 
Harvard, and Madero of Ecole Cen- 
trale, Paris: Madero showed himself 
and was a good advertiser, claiming 
to be opening his campaign for the 
presidency six years hence. He has 
close friends here, and through them 
he was able to purchase large quan- 
tities of arms and ammunition—this 
fact not being known until after the 
revolution broke out. The arms were 
smuggled into Mexico largely by 
fording the river southwest of this 
city in a remote ranch region. The 
Madero estates of Coahulla extended 
many miles along the Mexico side of 
the river at the point where the 
crossing] was made. 

Madero Talks of Diaz Regime. 

During his operations here, Made- 
ro talked freely of his opposition to 
the Diaz regime, but spoke of a peac- 
able revolution and denied any com- 
plicity with the revolutionary junta 
that has existed here for two years. 
The Madero family is the wealthiest 
in northern Mexico. It owns thou- 
sands of acres of good land in Coa- 
hulla and Nuevo Leon and carries con- 
siderable bank accounts in New York 
and Paris. The leading banks in the 
named are controlled by the 
Maderos and their ability to raige 
ready money is said to be great. 

The loyalty of other members of the 
family has never been questioned with 
the exception of the father and broth-

he would fly the machine back to the 
aviation field tomorrow morning. He 
was greatly disappointed when he 
found that the barograph had failed 
to record an even 10,000 feet. 

Air so Light Engine Failed. 

“The air was so light it was im- 
possible to make the machine ascend 
another foot,” he said. “The engine 
would not carry it any further and I 
Was up at the extreme altitude for 
more than fifteen minutes jumping the 
machine in an effort to secure a 
greater height.’ 

Mr. Drexel tonight said that while 
it was very cold, he did not suffer 
as he had when he made his previous 
records of 6,750 feet at Lanark, Scot- 
land and 8,370 feet at Belmont park, 
because he was more warmly clothed. 

When Drexel began his flight there 
Was a light breeze, scarcely more than 
a zephyr blowing from the south.

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He said that he had not desired to 
press the matter and was perfectly 
willing to give the other members time 
to consider it. 

President Mitchell said that he con- 
sidered it a change of rules, so the 
resolution was accordingly tabled un- 
til the next regular meeting. 

Want Schools Enlarged. 

At the regjuest of a deputation of 
citizens from the second and third 
wards, the board decided to ask coun- 
cil to increase the Fair street and 
Crew street schools from eight grades 
to twelve grades schools, Althouga 
this step will necessitate an additional 
$20,000, it is thought that the city will 
Save at least $30,000 in the end, as it 
wil? _viate the necessity of a third 
school in each of these wards. 

George R. Walker and Orville H. 
Hall, representatives of Second and 
Third Ward Improvement Clubs, point- 
ed out to the board that the two new 
school buildings which will be built 
in each of these wards are to be but 
eight-grade affairs, while the present 
Etructures contain respectively 15 and 
16 grades. Thus, while the number 
of schools will be doubled, the seating 
capacity will remain the same. This 
section of the city, they said, is stead- 
ily growing and by the time the 
echools are ready for occupancy there 
will be a long list of children on 
the waiting list and a new building 
will be necessary. 

To prevent this, they urge that the 
prospective buildings be increased to 
12 grades An addition of this kind 
to the present plans would increase 
the cost of about $10,000 for each 
building. A third building, however, 
would cost the city at least $50,000, so 
by altering the plans of the Fair street 
and Crew street buildings the city 
would save approximately $30,000. 

The statements of Messrs. Walker 
end Hall were favorably received by 
the board and upon a motion of Court- 
land S Winn, the finance committs?> 
was instructed to include in next 
year's budget an item of $20,000 for 
this purpose.

The address which Dr. S. A. Knapp, 
of the United States department of ag- 
riculture, delivered at the boll weevil 
conference yesterday morning was 
easily the feature of the three ses- 
sions*. held. 

Throughout the country Dr. Knapp 
is looked upon as an authority upon the 
pest, having spent the last fourteen 
years in fighting it in Texas and the 
other states, they have been in- 
vaded by the weevil. In the half hour 
he talked Dr. Knapp was able to give 
his listeners a summary of the things 
his experiences have taught him, mak- 
ing his address a most remarkable one. 

While to a certain extent he went 
into what the weevil has done to the 
cotton crops of other states and may 
be expected to do in Georgia, Dr. 
Knapp devoted himself largely to the 
subject of combatting the pest, giv- 
ing his listeners the benefit of his wide 
experience under almost all concelyv, 
able circumstances. 

Weevll Has Come To Stay. 

Following summary of some of 
the many most interesting points 
brought out in the address: 

First it is evident that the cotton boll weevil 
has come to stay. 

Second, that it will soon spread practically over 
the entire cotton-producing portions of the United 
States. 

Third, that at present there is no known method 
completely destroying it and consequently it 
be a factor in all future cotton production 
this country.

The burning of the stalks is enormously de- 
structive to the weevils in the fleld, but its vaiue 
depends considerably on the way it is doue. 
must be done early and before frost. Demon- 
strations have been made showing that it caused 
the destruction of as much as 87 per cent if 
but if delayed it might 
allow as much as 45 per cent to escape. 

There are several methods of destroying the 
stalks. First, every third row may be allowed 
to stand and the row on each side uprooted and 
thrown againet it Then the uprooted rows are | 
sufficiently dry, burn them, because the weevils | 
will be concentrated on the rows standing. The 
second plan is to cut the stalks and pile them | 
before burning and a portion of the adult weevils | 
in such case will collect under the piles. All 
rubbish in and about the field should be burned, 
as stated, and the field immediately broken. If 
this single instruction could be carried out by 
every cotton producer it would practically solve 
the boll weevil problem. 

If delay is made until after a heavy frost and 
a large portion of the weevils have escaped from 
the field, either to hibernate or to go elsewhere, 
then burning is of less value, and it will an- 
swer, in sections of considerable winter rainfall, 
to thoroughly cut the stalks and plow them under,

In one sense this picking up of squares goes to | 


the root of the matter more than early fall de- 
Struction of the stalk, because in the fall destruc- 
tion only a small per cent of the weevils would 
live through the winter anyway, while we can rest 
assured that practically every square not picked 
up and destroyed, at least in cloudy weather, 
will result in furnishing a boll weevil to infest | 
the crop. We have hundreds of instances where 
fields were located in the best situation of weevil 
depredation, on bottom lands surrounded by heavy 
timber, rank growth of cotton, no previous pre- 
paration, or burning of the stalks, or destruction 
of the rubbish, and yet picking up the squares 
and intensive cultivation a large crop of cotton / 
was made. If care is taken that every punctured 
square is destroyed a whole generation of weevils | 
will be wiped out in two or three weeks. The old 
weevils will die and we can go right on making 
the crop. Of course in sections where there is | 
a very slight rainfall, or in dry periods of wet | 
sections, and the rows are wide enough apart to}; 
let the sun in, the sun will cook the weevil | 
larvae in a very short time if the squares are 
sufficiently exposed to its direct rays.

THE FINAL TEST---A “SENA TORIAL JACKPOT OR THE PEOPLE S RULE? 


Is the successor to Senator Joseph M. Terrell, the few months’ 
ad interim appointee, to be elected by the people at the polls or by 
the politicians in a game of political poker? 

_ That is the nakedness of the situation as The Constitution out- 
lined it editorially yesterday to the committee. 


We dismiss the personalities of candidates. That has little to 


do with the case. 

But we are concerned—on behalf of democratic Georgia and the 
rights of the people of Georgia—for a fundamental principle that 
is-a thousand times bigger than the personality or the ambitions 
of any man or set of men. 


That principle is the popular election of United States senators, 
an issue that is today as truly a national one as is the revision of 
the tariff or government by the people rather than government by 
special interest or oligarchy. 

Georgia was one of the first states to lead the way to popular 
election of senators. The Georgia plan of senatorial nominations 
through party primaries has been copied throughout the nation. 
It has been one of the most powerful agencies for throttling bossisin 
at one of its breeding-places, and for making sure that United 
States senators shall be named by the people they serve and not by 
rule-of-ruin political king-makers or corporation cats’ paws. 

That principle, almost born in Georgia, is now at stake in 
Georgia. An indivisable part of the theory of popular government, 
and now so recegnized by the nation, its vindication or repudiation 
places this state on trial before the country. 

In the degree that this is a democratic year, and probably the 
opening of a prolonged era of democratic power, Georgia’s sanction 
or rejection of a democratic principle she helped to model is oi 
inestimable importance.

An even graver crisis now faces organized democracy in 


Georgia. 


The responsibilities of that crisis are on the sHoulders of the 
democratic state executive committee. 

With them is the weighty responsibility to say whether the 
people shall have their right to vote for a United States senator—or 
whether the United States senatorship shall be thrown into a legis- 
lative jackpot, gambled for, and won by the political poker player 
with the greatest assortment of aces, tricks, bluffs, promises or 
trading ability. 

It is simply elemental justice, of course, that should a sena- 
torial primary be called, all candidates should enter it upon an equal 
footing before the people—all out of the office, none in—so there 
should not be the suspicion of undue personal advantage. 

To that end, Senator Terrell should surrender -his commission 
tc the governor immediately upon the calling of a primary. 

It is premature to assume that the contest, at the polls or 
before the legislature, will be between Senator Terrell and Governor- 
elect Smith. The latter has not even announced that he will stand 
for the office. Three other aspirants—Terrell, Covington and Hard- 
wick—are already in the field, with no guarantee that the entry-list 
will not be swelled to a half dozen or a half score candidates betore 
it comes to the show-down. 

So that we may, without fear of imputation of partisan bias, 
drive home the principle of popular election before actual campaign- 
ing shall have smothered that issue with personalities. 

And it is the principle and not the personality, or personalities, 
about which The Constitution is concerned. Men come and go, and 
are made or unmade by the moment’s arbitration. Principles abide.

Failure of Messenger to 
Deliver Note. 


In the case of N. N. Hadden v. South- 
ern Messenger Service, involving the 
public duties and responsibilities of 
messenger service companies to their 
patrons, the supreme court has just 
handed down an interesting decision 
affirming the finding of Judge George 

Bell, in Fulton superior court. 
The plaintiff sued for $5,000 damages 
alleged to have resulted from the fail- 
ure of a messenger’ boy in the employ 
of the defendant company to promptly 
plaintiff's 
wife, advising her of his intended ab- 
sence from home. 

The case was defended on the theory 
that the plainti could not recover 
damages alleged to have resulted from 
the default of the messenger furnis 
by the company, if reasonable 
was exercised in the selection of 
messenger, as the duty of the 
pany was merely to furnish a mes 
ger reasonably adequate to the ser 
to be performed, and that after\ such 
messenger was so furnished, the liabil- 
ity of the company terminated. _ 

It was further urged that the dam- 
age alleged to have been suffered by 
the plaintiff on account of loss of his 
wife’s services resulting from _  sick- 
ness occasioned by failure to receive 
plaintiff’s message, could not be the 
basis of the recovery of damages at 
law, as such damage was too remote 
and consequential. 

The case was one of. the first 
which came up for trial before Judge 
George Bell after his appointment as 
judge of Fulton superior court, and 
upon the conclusion of the trial he 
entered an order sustaining defendant's 
demurrer and dismissing the case as 
plaintiff's cost. It was this judgment 
that was affirmed by the supreme court 
in its recent decision. 

The plaintiff was represented in 
both courts by Colonel W. I. Heywood, 
and the defendant company was rep- 
resented by Messrs. Dorsey, Brewster, 
Howell & Heyman.

OUT UF SERVICE 


IrregularitiesinWeighing 
of Newspapers Charged. 


E. F. Blodgett, James Norton 
and S. F. F. Liles Are Order- 
ed Removed From Post Of- 
fice Service in Atlanta—Re- 
fuse to Make Statement. 


News was received last night from 
Washington D. C., announcing that the 
discovery of gross irregularities in the 
weighing of newspaper mail in the 
Atlanta postoffice had resulted in the 
removal yesterday from the service of 
Edward F. Blodgett, superintendent of 
stations, and of James Norton and 
s. F. F. Giles, clerks in the local of- 
fice. L. M. Terrell, local guperintend- 
ent of the postal railway service, has 
been reduced to a minor position be- 
cause of his failure to take required 
precautionary measures 
these irregularities, and C. W. Pepper, 
superintendent of the railway mail di- 
vision, with headquarters at Savan- 
nah, has been appointed to his place, 
The prosecution of the matter has 
been referred to the department of 
justice. 

Attempts were made to get local 
confirmation of this report without re- 
sult. 

The announcement from Washing- 
ton follows: 

Announcement from Washington. 

Washington, November 23.—Post- 
master General Hitchcock today re- 
moved from the postoffice service 
Edward F. Blodgett, superintendent of 
stations, and Jones F. Norton and 
S. F. F. Giles, clerks, all in the At- 
lanta postoffice, as the result of gross 
irregularities in the weighing of 
newspaper mail. 

The order followed an investigation 
of the Atlanta office into irregulari- 
ties which the postoffice department 
declared covered a series of years and 
resulted in the loss of many thou- 
sands of dollars to the department. 
The department announced, in connec- 
tion with this order, that a general 
investigation of methods of weighing 
second-class mail throughout the 
country is now being conducted by 
inspectors with the idea of detecting 
and bringing to an end such irregu- 
larities as those disclosed at Atlanta. 
Because of inefficiency in the dis- 
charge of his duties the superintend- 


L. N. Terrell, who failed to take the 
precautionary measures required by 
the postal regulations to prevent cer- 
tain of the irregularities, was trans- 
ferred by the postmaster general's 
order from his position of responsi- 
bility to a minor place in the serv- 
ice. Superintendent G. W. Pepper of 
the railway mail division, having 
headquarters at Cleveland, has been 
assigned to Atlanta to supersede Su- 
perintendent Terrell. Clyde M. Reid, 
superintendent of the division of rail- 
way adjustments in the postoffice de- 
partment, was sent to Cleveland to 
take the place of Superintendent Pep- 
per. Mr. Reid’s position in the de- 
partment has been filled by the promo- 
tion of C. H. McBride, formerly as- 
sistant superintendent of the division 
of railway adjustments. The evidence 
obtained in the investigation at At- 
lanta has been submitted by the post- 
master general to the department of 
justice and that department will de- 
termine the question of prasecution. 
Not Statement from Blodgett. 

When a Constitution reporter called 
up Edward F. Blodgett over the phone 
and read to him the bulletin from 
Washington, he said, “I have received 
no official announcement of this mat- 
ter, and do not care to make a state- 
ment just now, but will do so at the 
proper time.” 

James Norton and 8. F. F. Giles 
could not be reached. 

When the report was communicated 
to Postmaster H. L. McKee. he said: 

“You are really telling me news, as 
this is the first I have heard of the 
matter. Two of the men, Norton and 
Giles, have been out of the service 
for some time. Giles is a young man 
and was not in the postal department 
very long. There has been no com- 
munication to me about this from 
Washington and there is nothing that 
1 can say about it.” 

Mr. McKee then stated that even if 
his officia] position did not preclude 
his saying anytking about the matter, 
there was absolutely nothing that he 
knew about it. ’ 

“The postoffice inspectors,” he con- 
tinued, “report directly to Washing- 
ton. The reported irregularities prpob- 
ably took place before my administra- 
tion.” 

Removed for Careclessness. 

There was some surprise expressed 
in postoffice circles last night at the 
connecting of Giles with the other two 
men. It was reported that Giles had 
been removed for carelessness, and it 
was not thought that he had been 
connecte@ with the irregularities, 
which, the bulletin states, have ex- 
tended over a series of years. Giles, 
it is said, was connected with the ser- 
vice for a short time only. 
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SALT IN SUGAR 
CAUSED ILLNESS 


Chemists Discover Cause 
of Trouble in Acade- 
my Kitchen. 


Washington, November 28.—Ordin- 
ary table salt in the sugar, which 
they used, was responsible for the ill- 
mess of certain midshipmen, at the 
Naval Acadd@my at Annapolis, who 
were supposed to have been the vic- 
tims of a spiteful plot conceived and 
executed in the culinary department of 
the school. Such was the conclusion 
reached following a chemical analy- 
sis of a sample of the sugar made 
here today in the laboratory of the 
surgeon general of the navy. 

Officials of the navy department are 
inclineq to the belief that the salt 
found its way into the sugar purely 
through accident and that there was 
no plot at all. 

There are now twenty-two cases 
of typhoid fever at the academy and 
four of the patients are in a serious 
condition, according to reports received 
today by Surgeon General Stokes. The 
typhoid epidemic has no relation to 
the contaminated sugar. The surgeon 
general] expects thet a few more cases 
of the fever may develop during the 
next week, as a result of drinking 
milk, supposed to have contained the 
garm, but he believes that by the end 
of the current month all danger- will 
have passed. .

The system now in vogue, as 
the best that can be done under the 
circumstances, had warm advocates in 
Mrs. J. K. Ottley, of the board of lady 
visitors, Superintendent Slaton and K. 
V. Carter. 

Courtland S. Winn sald that it had 
been reported to him that as a result 
of the present system many teachers 
had to take a normal] course in draw- 
ing after they had been working in 
the school room all day, sometimes be- 
ing compelled to go without their din- 
ners to do this. 

In addition to this, there are also nor- 
mal! courses in singing and calesthen- 
ics, which some teachers are forced to 
attend after school hours. 

Daniel Green otage out that it was 
necessary for the teachcers to mark 
examination papers and prepare the 
lessons for the next day after they had 
left the school room. “Tt is small won- 
der,”” he said, “that with all this out- 
side work jnany of our teachers marry 
in desperation just to escape the life.”

ARGENTINE REPGRTS 
BUOYED WHEA WHEAT MARKET 


Over Million and_ and Half Acres 
Said To Be Seriously  iIn- 
jured—Corn and Oats Up. 


Chicago, November 23.—Dwindling 
estimates of the Argentine exportable 
surplus gave the wheat market a 
chance to advance today. Fully 1,700,- 
000 acres were said to be seriously 


impaired, a large proportion lost be- 
yond recovery. In consequence the 
close here was the same as last night 
to %@% up, and oats Hkewise % to 
%@%. In provisions last sales left 
quotations unchanged to 7%c lower. 
There was a large trade in wheat. 
At ‘the opening sentiment Was quite 
bearish on reports that rain threaten- 
ed to break the drought in south Ar- 
gentine. Later cables gave a differ- 
ent showing and lifted values to the 
high point reached a week ago. A 


well-known authority went on record | 


with the lowest estimate that has yet 
been issued as to the probable export 
surplus in Argentina, 82,000,000. In 
view of the holiday tomorrow, shorts 
became especially uneasy and covered 
on @ large scale. Further ground for 
fear was the fact that numerous com- 
plaints were coming in about dry 
weather in the winter wheat belt 
@outhwest, particularly Kansag and 
Oklahoma. The tension was somewhat 
relieved by leading longs selling at 
times and causing some reactions from 
top figures. In this way the close 
was easy with May up \ @ at 9756¢, 
after ranging from 96% to 97. 

After a period of depression, due to 
weather conditions and talk of prob- 
able increased receipts, the corn mar- 
ket rose sharply, following rumors 
that the French import duty of 14.70 
per bushel would be suspended. May 
fluctuated between 46% and 47%, 
closing % higher, but easy at 446% @ 
47. In the cash trade the feeling was 
firm for new corn, but less steady 
for old, large consumers having gone 
over to the fresh sort. No. 2 yellow 
finished at 614%4@51%.
